tion of income. on or: before Decem- 
ber 15th if they are on. the calendar 
year basis. If-on the March Ist fis- 
cal year period which must be filed 
on. February: 15th or in. other words 
the fifteenth day of the last month 
of your taxable year. It is hoped 
-that. this. meeting will help answer 
the many questions the farmers 
have regarding this year's income 
tax -program, 

Mr..C: O.: May, M.S.C. Speciaiist, 
has. been’ making a study of this 


new income tax -program and will 
have. the answer to -your problem. 
This year the tax is on the “pay-as- 
>> you-go” plan. .Farmers are .some- 
what more. fortunate than. most self-. 
employed. individuals since they are 
required. to: make only one such es- 
timate and. payment and that is due 
one half. month before’ the end of. the 
taxable’ year. Furthermore, a far- 
mer is ‘allowed a 33 113% tolerance 
on under payments before a 6% 
penalty applies. While for . other 
folks ‘the toierance is‘ only 20%. 
Following information will guide 
you as to whether you must file a. 
“declaration of estimated income 
and Victory Tax’, 1—-Those not 
‘subject to the withholding tax and 
whose. gross income is over '$500.00 
$f ‘single-or over. $624.00 if married 
‘regardless of. exemptions; and .de- 
pendents. 2—Those. subject to the 
withholding. “ ‘tax providing © their 
wage or salary is.$2700.00 if single 
- or $3500.00°.if married.’ 3—Those 
- subject to the witholding tax but 
whose income from sources. other 
than .wages or .salaries is expected

The county. post war planning 
meeting to be held in the Hotel Dii- 
worth, Boyne City, on Tuesday, 
December 7th gives every indica- 
tion of being a highly important 
meeting. Invitations. have been sent 
out to over. forty urban and rural 
leaders, They represent all . phases 
of all organizations within the coun- 
ty. Included are outstanding farm- 
ers, members of the county plan- 
ning committee, Conservation De- 
partment, Highway -system, Co-op- 
ervisors, Federal Agencies and in 
fact all activity that pertains to ag- 
riculture. 

The conference will start with a 
compiimentary. dinner at noon, fol- 
lowed by a full afternoon of discus- 
sion, 

It is recognized that every coun- 
ty, municipality and rural commun- 
ities will have many problems when 
the -war closes and we take up civ- 
ilian life again. As a basis for plan- 
ning first of all the land itself must 
be considered. The land type deter- 
mines the density and location of 
the rurar population from which a 
livelihood may be obtained. When a 
definite decision has been reached 
many factors must be considered, 
as they touch upon health, employ- 
ment, education, welfare and rec- 
reation, But in all cases land and 
trends, advantages and limitations 
of the community including climate, 
location and markets. 

A good land use plan will do 
much to jessen the problems which 
are now developing in rural areas.

Formerly, rationed rubber foot~ 
wear had: to be delivered to the cus- 
tomer within 30 days after the pur- 
chase certificate was issued to him by 
his local War Price and. Rationing 
Board. However, since dealera’ stocks 
of rubber footwear are often tempor- 
arily low, due to wartime shipping 
and manufacturing conditions, some 
workers may have difficulty getting 
delivery of their footwear within 
this time limit, For thia reason to- 
day’s action permits delivery at any 
time provided an order haa 
placed and the certificate is left with 
a dealer before the end of the 30-day 
period when it expires for consumer 
use, 

If the worker orders his rubber 
footwear by mail, the postmark may 


be considered the date on which the 
certificate is left with the dealer:

The Ten Commandments (the last 
one of which we study today) are 
characterized by their brevity, their 
{comprehensive touch with all of 
life, and fidelity to the right. But 
they are also unique and different 
from all other laws in that they 
Teach into the inner recesses of a 
man’s heart, a realm where only 
God can judge and act. 

‘This last commandment (against 
covetousness) emphasizes that point, 
for it does not expressly require or 
forbid any act, but deals with the 
motive of man’s action. Man can 
judge another man’s acts, but he 
cannot judge his motives, desires, or 
thoughts. God must. do that. 

But man can, by the grace of God, 
control. his motives; and hence we 
have this commandment and its in- 
terpretation.

oroken up by the dishonoring of the 
tenth commandment.” 

If you have become a lover of 
money, or one who longs to have 
what your friends own, beware. You 
are in real danger. 

I, The Result — A Ruined Life

To. have such a spirit makes a 
man ‘greedy (v. 13), callous and 
selfish (vv. 17-19), and foolish (v. 20), 
both regarding this. life and that 


which is to come. 


The yardstick of success in the 


. world—for /an individual, an organi- |. 


‘gation, or'.a nation; yes,‘even for 
many a church—is the possession of 
wealth, . or property, or other 
“things.” Write it in large letters 
on the hearts and minds of our boys 
and girls, ‘A man’s life consisteth 
not inthe abundance of the things 
which he possesseth’’ (v. 16). 

The one who was known to his 
friends. (and to himself) as “a rich 
man” (v. 16), but whom God knew 
as a ‘fool’? (v. 20), had more than 
he could use for himself. He had 
to build new and bigger barns, and 
could not see the ‘barns’ that were 
already prepared, for, as Ambrose. 
says, “‘Thou hast barns—the bosoms 
of the needy, the houses of widows, 
the mouths of orphans and infants.”

KY. The Cure—Trost in God (Luke

Because covetousness destroys the 
best in life, we ought to shun it like 
poison. The best antidote (or cure) 
if we have been poisoned by it is 
to-go all-out in our trust and con- 
fidence in God. 

We who are children of God are 
to take no anxious thought for the 
morrow. This does not forbid prop- 
er preparation and forethought, - but 
it does rule out fretful anxiety. The 
reasons are very clear and cogent.

ARMY CUTS SIZE: 
Draft Change Voted 


As the house sent the senate a bill 
calling for the deferment of fathers 


‘until all other. eligible single and 
childless married men throughout: 


the nation have been called, it was 
revealed that the army had decided 
to. cut its manpower needs by 
648,000. , 

In addition to the provision put- 
ting fathers at the bottom of the 
draft lists and postponing their in- 
duction from 30 to 60 days, the house 
bill also requires occupational defer- 
ments be reviewed by appeal boards 
within the district where the de- 
ferred person works. A five man 


‘medical commission would be es- 


tablished to. consider the possibility 
of lowering physical standards. 
The 548,000 cut in manpower 
needs will give the army a. total 
force of 7,652,000 men. It also was 
revealed that the army had saved 


4 over. 13. billion dollars. out..of 127 


billion: dollars’ appropriated’ for its 
use, with economies. of over 10 
billion dollars effected by curtail- 
ment of the armament, equipment 
and airplane programs. 


RUSSIA: 
Cut Nazi Railroads 


Two important railroads in Russia 
linking German armies of the north 
with those of the south, and running 
~westward into the big pre-war Polish 
cities of Warsaw and Lwow, were 
cut by the Red armies. 


As the Russian forces severed 
these major German arteries, Nazi 
forces launched a strong counterat- 
tack against the Reds in the vicinity 
of these rail lines, gaining some 
ground. But here, as further to the 
south where the Germans claimed 
500,000 Russians were hammering

One of the common ways of mak- 
ing meat points stretch their fur- 
thest is the habit of buying a large 
piece of meat and making it do for 
several meals. In this way, the fam- 
ily can have the pleasure of a roast 
from.a large piece of meat done to 
succulence, then the homemaker 
can easily fashion meat dishes for 
at least 2 or 3 meals out of. that 
which is left. 

Unfortunately foods do not taste 
as good the second day as the first. 
Flavors seem to 
fall asleep, the 
meat becomes 
dry and insipid,

MORE WAR NEWS: CARROTS 
IN PIE! ; 


Carrot pies which look and taste 
like pumpkin pies have been emerg- 
ing from M.S.C. test ovens, 

Food dehydration studies by the 
Experimejnt Station at East Lansing, 
were. made possible by a special ap- 
propriation of the Michigan State 
legislature. Experiments with the 
earrots have been conducted by D. 
C, Alderman of the department of 
horticulture and Barbara. Newcombe 
of the the department of home econ- 
omics. . 

In view of the difficulty of large 
scale or long term storing of pumpkin 
and squash, the fact that canned 
pumpkin and squash are rationed and 
“noints’. must be surrendered for 
them and ‘that the quantities now a- 
vailable ‘for civilian use are very li- 
mited, attention has been focused on 
possible substitutes. 

Carrots will store safely in fresh 
condition longer than pumpkin ~~ or 
squash, but still not from one harvest 
to another. For the year around use, 
some method is necessary which. will 
make them available in some form, 
twelve months per year. They may, of 
course, be canned or quick-frozen and 
held in locker-type low. temperature 
storages. Such facilities, however, are 
now being taxed to the © limit. with 
other products. ; : ; 

Carrots were prepared by grinding 
and drying down to less than 2 -per 
cent moisture. The resultant weight is 
but one-seventeenth of the raw car- 


jrots, giving about 2% pounds of pro- 


duct for a bushel. After dehydration, 
some means of getting smooth tea- 
ture appeared desirable. With the aid 
_of a store-type coffee grinder, Alder- 
man ground the crumbs of. dehydra- 
ted carrots into a powder. 

Miss Newcombe then baked pies for 
tasting juries. She evolved a recipe 
with acceptable texture as well as 
taste. By taking four tablespoons of 
the carrot powder and adding exactly 
one and one-fourth cups of water, she 
obtained the equivalent of | canned 
pumpkin. texture. 

From there on the process is sim- 
ilar to that of using canned or frosh 
pumpkin. The technique is exact 
enough to turn out 28% pies, nine 
inches in diameter, from an original 
quantity of a bushel of carrots.

needs. . 

The 1944 session, because of the 
war emergency, should be streamlined 
in order to speed up handling of bills 
and permit an early return of legis- 
lators.to their. homes. Many legisla- 
tors are working long hours and lack 
help to handle their bisiness affairs 
during a prolonged session at’ Lan- 
sing. 


BILLS. The governor’s office, aided 
by legislative leaders and key com- 
mittees, should prepare tentative 
drafts of bills. ‘Legislators. should 
have thege bills’ awaiting them upon 
their arrival in Lansing. Any changes 
in the bills can be. made in the com- 
mittees and acted upon by the house 
and senate. Thus, considerable time 
should be saved for everyone, In fact, 
a printed outline of pending legisla- 
tion should be mailed to every legis- 
lator well in advance of the first leg- 
islative session. Such legislation 
should. be not “Kelly bills” -but 
should reflect the judgment of legis- 
lative leaders. summoned into. delib- 
erations well before the governor is- 
sues the call. 


LONG RANGE. Post-war needs of 
the State of Michigan, such as state 
hospitals, state training schools and 
state educational institutions, and 
office buildings in Detroit and Lah- 
sing, should be “budgeted” according 
to a long-range program. Needs 
should be given priority according to 
their urgency, and thus the most cri- 
tical of state building . fire hazards 
might be placed first. on the list and 
given right-of-way for 1944-45. ~ © 


NO MELON. However, the state’s 
post-war reserve, which Auditor Gén- 
eral Vernon J. Brown now . estimates 
will be $50,000,000 by next July 1, 
should not become a “melon” to: be 
sliced up during the 1944 legislative 
session. A substantial amount should 
be retained to meet unforeseen con- 
tingencies if they arise in the post- 
war period. : 


HEALTH. Health needs of the De- 
troit metropolitan area, the scene of a 
race riot last June, should receive re- 
cognition in the legislative call. These 
health needs (which prompted 75,000 
or more Negroes to jam Belle Isle on 
one hot Sunday) should be met by an 
appropriation to acquire parks © and 
playgrounds in the Southeastern 
counties of Michigan. Emphasis, how- 
ever, should be on a long-range pro- 
gram, 

PLANNING. A focal point in the 
zovernor’s program is the Michigan 
Planning commission which is the 
state’s “board of directors” in de- 


_|termining post-war needs and . their 


priorities. For the first time, the state 
of Michigan now possesses a complete 
inventory of state property — an ac- 
complishment which should net $50,- 
000 saving each year in building re- 
pairs alone. The building committee 
of the state administrative board is 
another key agency. 


OFFICES. An additional _ office 
building in Lansing would save $150,- 
000 a year in rentals. Such a struc- 
ture, built on functional lines, should 
permit savings in governmental costs 
through a possible centralized ac- 
counting department for many state 
agencies. The same thing could be 
done for a Detroit office buildjne. 

CRITICISM. The Detroit Labor 
News (AFL) has been tossing the 
harpoon regularly at Governor Kel- 
ly. In. October it charged by editor- 
ial innuendo that Kelly either was ca- 
tering for support of the Anti-Saloon 
league or was in league with boot- 
liquor. 
On_Nov. 19 the same publication car- 
ried this page one headline: “Milk 
Sought — Gov. Kelly Offers Whis- 
key.” Reason: Scarcity of milk. The 
shortage of hairpins offers new possi- 
bilities. Maybe Kelly can be blamed 
for that, too. *

ACCIDENTS. Just as the 1943 rise 
of hunting accidents has been accre- 
dited to war-time nerves,.so the ex- 
perts are forecasting a rise in auto- 
mobile accidents after the war. The 
danger is “emotional letdown”, an- 
nounced Maxwell Halsey, executive 
director of the State safety commis- 
sion. Halsey said the present 35-mile 
limit. would probably be raised grad- 
ually, first to 50. 


HELICOPTERS. Inspired by the 
rapid expansion of aviation in World 
War II, experts now envision a fu- 
ture for Michigan citizens in. which 
Detroit would become the air center 
of the world and 85 per cent of the 
state’s population would. have access 
to air travel through: helicopters and 
huge transport planes served by a net- 
work of 240 airfields outside of De- 
troit. Thomas E. Walsh, director of 
the Michigan Board of Aeronautics, 
presented the above picture recently 
in Detroit. Use of aviation will accel- 
erate the population trend from city 
to outlying suburbs and farms, 


EDUCATION. Return of more than 
400,000 seldiers and sailors to Michi- 
gan will swell enrollments at Univer- 
sity of Michigan and Michigan State 
College to all-time peaks, The univer- 
sity has a $27,000,000 program for 
post-war construction and expansion, 
based on expectancy of 18,000 stu- 
dents. The college likewise envisions 
a 10,000 student enrollment with re- 
sultant need for more classrooms and 
facilities. Dr. Eugene B. Elliott, chair- 
man of the Michigan: planning com- 
mission, recently revealed that edu- 
cators are considering additions of 
thirteenth and fourteenth grades to 
urban -high schools in order to train 
tradesmen for industries.

Timber Sales From 
State Forests 
Show Marked Increase 


Lansing, Nov. 29 — Receipts from 
timber sales on state forests for the 
first four months of the current fis- 
cal -year almost equa) the total a- 
mount received during the whole 
previous fiscal year indicating an 
upward trend from the 1942-43 
slump, the forestry division of the. 
state. conservation department. has 
announced. Timber sales from July 
1 through November 1 netted $12,- 
000, nearly 50% more than was 
received in the preceding four 
months. Receipts for the  1942-'43 
fiscal year totaled $13,000. 

More “stumpage” area has been 
made available to lumber operators 
by the conservation department and 
there is a greater demand for op- 
erating permits. Since July 1, 213 
permits have been issued for cut- 
ting timber on state forest areas. 
Two-thirds of the stumpage cut on 
these areas goes into pulpwood and 
one-third is made into lumber, ties 
and other wood products, 

Forestry officials expect that 
more labor for woods operations 
will be availabie in the northern 
part of the state now that the farm- 
ing season is over.
